Dr.  You  Chan  Yang,  Ambassador  of 
the  Republic  of  Korea,  and  Honorary 
Chairman  of  American  Relief  for  Ko¬ 
rea,  Inc.,  (ARK)  said: 

“The  great  work  that  ARK  is  doing 
in  war-torn  Korea  in  fighting  illness  and 
starvation  and  in  qjinistering  to  the  rag¬ 
ged  and  destitute  has  already  won  the 
lasting  gratitude  of  my  fellow-country¬ 
men. 

“I  have  recently  returned  from  Korea 
and  I  find  it  difficult  to  depict  the  agony 
and  misery  of  my  people  as  war  has

ECUMENICAL  ADVENTURES 
“Baptists  are  sometimes  berated  be¬ 
cause  we  are  not  to  be  inveigled  into 
ecumenical  adventures  that  propose 
Christian  unity  linked  with  compromise. 
“To  unite  various  religious  bodies  with 
their  contradictory  doctrines  ...  is 
to  persuade  the  Philistines  to  have 
no  scissors  for  Samson's  locks.” 

The  messengers  who  represent  more 
than  7.000,000  Southern  Baptists  in  the 
East,  South  and  West  were  welcomed  by 
Gov.  Earl  Warren  and  by  State  Secre¬ 
tary  S.  G.  Posey. 

PROTESTANT  COUNCILS 
Dr.  Lee  warned  against  Baptist  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  and  the  World  Council  of 
Churches.  Such  organizations,  he  termed, 
a  "super -church”  which  could  be  a 
source  of  "inward  decadence  resulting 
from  sucl^  compromising  union.” 

“For'  the  Glory  of  God  and  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  causes  we  espouse  as 
Southern  Baptists,  our  ears  must  ho 
dull  to  the  so-called  'one  voice  ef 
Protestantism/  which,  while  it  cells 
itself  Christian,  yet  denies  a  number 
ef  the  supreme  affirmatiens  ef  Chris* 
tienity." 

The  president  urged  his  co- reli¬ 
gionists  humbly  to  assume  no  superiori¬ 
ty,  nor  preen  ourselves  before  mirrors 
of  self-adulation. 

WORLD-WIDE  REVIVAL 
He  called  on  them  to  take  up  the 
cause  of  world  wide  revival  in  the  spirit 
of  the  apostles  and  the  Crusaders. 

“We  seek  to  be  altruistic  conduits 
through  which  truth  shall  flow  to  grace- 
responsive  hearts,”  he  said.

on  the  second  day,  which  was  2.229  less 
than  the  second  day  registration  in  Chi¬ 
cago  in  1950.  The  1949  registration  at 
Oklahoma  City  was  9,393,  and  at  Mem¬ 
phis  in  1948,  it  was  9,843. 

A  report  on  Southern  Baptists'  rela¬ 
tions  with  other  religious  bodies  was 
presented  by  Dr.  T.  C.  Gardner  of  Dal¬ 
las,  Texas,  and  unanimously  adopted 
by  the  Convention. 

DANGEROUS  TRENDS 

It  detailed  the  policy  outlined  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Lee  and  called  particular  atten¬ 
tion  to  "dangerous  trends  and  move¬ 
ments” — theological  liberalism,  union¬ 
ism,  and  the  move  te  unite  Christian 
churches. 

The  report  denounced  “centralization, 
intellectualism,  and  formalism”  in  re¬ 
ligion.  And  it  attacked  some  Southern 
Baptist  churches  and  the  Baptist  World 
Alliance  for  “departure  from  time-hon¬ 
ored  Baptist  principals.” 

In  closing  his  report,  Dr.  Gardner 
made  the  following  recommendations 
which  were  adopted  as  follows,  after  the 
report  was  am  mended  to  continue  this 
same  committee: 

“1.  We  recommend  that  the  Convention 
authorize  its  Executive  Committee  to 
have  prepared  a  list  of  suitable  books 
and  other  materials  for  study  on  thesn 
questions. 

“2.  We  recommend  that  we  hereby 
reaffirm  our  conviction  that  Southern 
Baptists  cannot  enter  into  organic  con¬ 
nection  with  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  the  World  Council  of  Churches, 
or  any  other  unionizing  organization 
which  would  compromise  Baptist  prin¬ 
ciples  and  doctrines  as  revealed  in  the 
inspired  Word  of  God. 

“3.  The  idea  of  a  Protestant  Ecu¬ 
menical  church  has  no  scriptural  author¬ 
ity;  therefore,  we  recommend  that 
Southern  Baptists  refuse  to  have  any¬ 
thing  to  do  with  it.  We  further  recom- 
nrent  that  Southern  Baptists  begin  non

surged  and  pounded  up  and  down  virtu¬ 
ally  the  entire  peninsula.  Literally  mil¬ 
lions  of  people  have  lost  everything  they 
owned — everything  but  the  clothing  they 
are  actually  wearing. 

“One  of  the  crudest  and  most  tragic 
aspects  of  the  communist  war  is  the 
plight  of  the  children,  who  have  lost 
their  parents  and  become  separated  from 
them  in  the  whirlwind  of  destruction. 
They  are  homeless,  with  no  food,  no 
clothing  and  no  way  of  knowing  whether 
their  parents  are  alive  or  dead.  The 
sight  of  them  is  enough  to  touch  even 
the  hardest  of  hearts. 

“We  know  that  your  great  humani¬ 
tarian  work  cannot  fail  for  we  know  it 
possesses  the  benediction  of  God.” 

Dr.  Yang,  distinguished  diplomat,  sur¬ 
geon,  and  educator,  has  recently  come 
to  this  country  from  Korea  to  assume 
his  post  as  Ambassador.  He  estimates 
that,  in  addition  to  10,000,000  of  his  coun¬ 
trymen  who  have  lost  all  of  their  worldly 
possessions,  3,000,000  have  been  killed 
or  have  died  of  illnesses  due  to  exposure 
caused  by  war  conditions.

Catholics  Still  Urge 

The  pressure  still  is  on  Presi¬ 
dent  Truman  to  appoint  an  envoy 
to  the  Vatican  to  represent  this 
country,  despite  the  fact  that  My¬ 
ron  C.  Taylor,  the  former  Presi¬ 
dential  representative  to  the  Vati¬ 
can  with  rank  of  Ambassador, 
told  newsmen  outside  the  White 
House,  after  his  latest  visit,  that 
speculation  about  such  a  new  en¬ 
voy  was  “foolish.” 

Writing  concerning  this  mat¬ 
ter,  Larston  D.  Farrar,  editor  and 
publislier  of  the  Washington  Re¬ 
ligious  Review,  (a  news  service  to 
which  the  Baptist  Record  sub¬ 
scribes)  says: 

To  those  naive  Americans  who 
believe  that  politicians— of  either 
party  says,  Mr.  Taylor’s  words 
were  acceptable.  But  to  those  who 
know  how  often  politicians— or 
those  who  are  obligated  to  politi¬ 
cians  in  one  w  ay  or  another  -  say 
just  the  opposite  of  what  they  are 
thinking  of  doing,  Mr.  Taylor  s 
statement  was  of  little  conse- 
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quence.

We  further  recom¬ 
mend  that  a  definite  period  be  set  apart 
each  year  by  this  Convention  or  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  for  special  em¬ 
phasis  upon  our  Baptist  doctrines.” 
EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Duke  K. 
McCall,  the  Executive  Committee  made 
an  optimistic  report  of  the  work  for 
the  year  and  proposed  the  following 
recommendations  which  were  unamious- 
ly  adopted:

He  said,  *‘In  1944 
there  were  72  churches  in  California.  In 
1950,  there  were  261  churches,  an  in¬ 
crease  af  262  5  per  cent.

693  In  1960  it  was  39,521,  an  increase  of 
MM  per  cent.  Baptisms  in  1944  were 
VW.  In  1960  there  were  4,381,  an  increase 
af  580  5  per  cent.” 

**lf  this  can  be  done  in  one  state,  with 
ewly  minimum  assistance,  think  what 
eould  be  accomplished  if  a  million  dol¬ 
lars  a  year  were  given  for  five  years,” 
Lawrence  said. 

The  crusade  will  have  as  its  aim 
“more  converts,  more  churches,  more 
mission  stations,  more  effective  witness¬ 
ing.”  U  will  operate  in  the  enure  Con¬ 
vention  that  covers  twenty-two  western 
and  southern  states.  Specific  aims  of  the 
five-year  crusade  are:  (1)  To  double  the 
number  of  Good  Will  Centers,  serving 
underprivileged  people  in  large  cities. 

(2)  To  add  500,000  non-resident  Baptists 
to  church  membership  in  the  communi¬ 
ties  where  they  live.  Approximately  one- 
tourth  Southern  Baptists  are  non-resident. 

(3)  To  double  the  number  of  churches 
in  the  outposts  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board’s  mission  fields.  (4)  To  have  all 
27,788  churches  in  the  territory  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  work 
evangelizing.  (5)  To  establish  181  mis¬ 
sions  in  the  language-group  field.  This 
includes  Spanish,  Chinese,  French, 
Italian,  Russian,  and  other  foreign  lan¬ 
guage  home  mission  fields  in  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States.  (6)  Tb  secure  200,000  new  sub¬ 
scriptions  to  the  Board's  home  mission 
journal.  Southern  Baptist  Home  M  i  s- 
sions.  (7)  To  publish  and  distribute  an¬ 
nually  200,000  mission  books.  (8)  To  se¬ 
cure  a  total  attendance  of  five  million 
persons  in  one-week  schools  of  missions. 
Much  of  the  work  of  the  five-year  cru¬ 
sade  will  be  conducted  in  the  western 
part  of  the  United  States. 

Dr.  Lawrence  also  pointed  out  that  in 
the  Home  Mission  Board's  106  years  of 
service  it  has  employed  missionaries 
equivalent  to  48,134  years  of  service.  He 
said  that  in  the  past  two  years,  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  added 
nearly  a  million  square  miles  of  terri¬ 
tory  to  its  field  of  service.  In  this  field 
there  are  located  22,000,000  people,  which 
brings  the  total  Home  Mission  Board 
field  to  75,000,000,  including  Cuba,  Canal 
Zone,  Panama,  Alaska,  and  continental 
United  States  covered  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  This  group  includes 
2,000,000  .  Spanish  speaking,  700,000 
French,  600,000  Italians,  and  more  than 
3,000,000  other  foreign  speaking  people. 

The  Board  now  has  1,250  missionaries. 
They  hope  to  bring  this  figuse  to  1,500 
during  the  five-year  crusade.

The  other  suggested  ehsnge  offered  by 
Rev.  R.  A.  Ellis  of  North  Carotins  reads 
as  follows: 

“The  first  vice-president  shall  be  vot¬ 
ed  upon  and  elected  after  the  election  of 
the  president  has  taken  place,  and  the 
second  vice-president  shall  be  voted  upon 
and  elected  after  the  election  of  the  first 
vice-president  has  taken  place.”

Its  findings,  covering  the 
period  1940-1950  were  presented  to  the 
convention  being  conducted  this  week  at 
tbe  Civic  Auditorium. 

CIRCULATION  OROWS 

High  point  of  ixie  report  was  the  tre¬ 
mendous  increase  in  the  circulation  of 
Baptist  papers,  s  growth  from  300,000 
a  1940  to  over  960,000  in  1950. 

Dr.  Newton  also  reported  that  three 
new  state  papers  had  been  established 
by  state  conventions  during  the  decade: 
California,  Kansas  and  Oregon.

Dr.  L.  L.  Carpenter,  editor  of  tbe  North 
Carolina  Biblical  Recorder  and  president 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Press  Association 
tented  the  following  recommendations 
reported  for  the  state  papers  and  pre- 
wfeich  were  adopted: 

**1.  That  this  Convention  go  on  record

inational  and  church  leaders  be  urged  to 
promote  this  and  other  plans  enthusi¬ 
astically  and  vigorously  toward  the  in¬ 
crease  of  the  circulation  of  our  papers. 

”2.  That  the  Convention  committee  on 
circulation  of  state  Baptist  papers  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Louie  D.  New¬ 
ton  be  continued,  and  also  that  the  spe¬ 
cial  committee  on  our  Baptist  papers  un- 
the  Southern  Baptist  Press  Association 
der  the  chairmanship  of  tbe  president  of 
be  continued.” 

MTH  ANNIVERSARY 

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Sunday 
School  Board,  Dr.  T.  L.  Holcomb,  execu¬ 
tive  secretary,  said: 

“The  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  is 
celebrating  its  60th  Anniversary  this 
year.  It  was  organized  in  1891  as  the 
publication  agent  for  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  to  prepare,  publish  and 
distribute  literature  for  the  churches.  At 
tbe  close  of  its  first  year  total  receipts 
were  $20,800.86.  In  1950  total  receipts 
were  $9,0*4  938,  more  than  twice  the 
gross  receipts  of  $4,070,230  received  dur¬ 
ing  the  first*  twenty -five  years  of  the 
Board’s  operation. 

"Tha  Sunday  School  Board  Is  at  pro¬ 
ton*  housed  in  throe  largo  buildings  In 


Nashville,  Tennessee.  A  now  printing 
building  is  under  construction  and  nms 
floors  ore  being  added  to  the  prsssnt 
administration  building.  Tha  Nashville  of¬ 
fice  employes  420  people.  Thirty -eight 
Book  Stores  are  maintained.  Those  stores 
employ  375  pooplo,  and  last  year  their 
solos  amounted  to  $4,968,545.  . . 

“The  Board  each  year  gives  thousands 
of  dollars  to  missions  and  benevolences. 
Last  year  contributions  totaled  $1,134,- 
302  given  to  35  different  denominational 
projects. 

“Best  seller  among  the  187  books  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Board  in  1950  was  The 
Bible  and  Prayer  by  Dr.  Robert  G.  Lee 
that  sold  216,316  copies. 

"Another  special  service  of  the  Board 
is  the  Department  of  Church  Architec¬ 
ture  that  last  year  assisted  4,068  church¬ 
es  in  assigning  either  new  buildings  or 
additions  to  old  buildings.  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  built  $97,010,000  worth  of  church 
buildings  to  bring  their  total  investment 
to  $645,271,000  in  1950.” 

Dr.  T.  L.  Holcomb,  a  native  of  M'«- 
sissippi,  has  been  executive  secretary  of 
the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  since 
1935.  He  is  the  third  secretary.  The  fir*

Dr.  Hugh  Brimm,  executive  secretary 
of  the  Social  Service  Commission,  pre¬ 
sented  a  comprehensive  report  of  the 
work  of  his  committee  and  submitted 
the  following  recommendations  which 
were  adopted:

built  of  “hewn  logs  covered  with  thirty- 
inch  beard.”  The  first  minute  book  of  the 
church  is  now  a  prized  possession  of  the 
church  as  the  second  minute  book  was 
burned  in  1936.  The  first  book  contains 


a  complete  church  record  through  1916. 

Other  buildings  were  erected  ia  1871, 
and  in  1909.  The  present  church  building 
was  constructed  soon  after  a  fire  ia  1921 
and  is  now  standing  on  the  original  site. 

The  pastor.  Rev.  Charles  Gentry,  will 
speak  in  the  morning  on,  ‘‘With  Jesus 
on  the  Mount  of  Olives." 

Following  dinner  on  the  grounds  a  spe¬ 
cial  musical  program  will  be  presented 
by  the  Baldwyn  Girls  Ensemble. 

Copies  of  brief  church  history,  com¬ 
piled  by  Mrs.  Charles  Gentry  will  be 
available. 

Since  Mr.  Gentry  became  pastor  in 
January  1950,  the  church  has  been  paint¬ 
ed  on  the  outside,  re  papered  on  the  in¬ 
side,  six  Sunday  School  rooms  have  been 
added,  butane  gas  has  been  installed,  a 
highway  sign  erected,  and  the  grounds 
landscaped.

ercise  was  conducted  on  Howard  Col¬ 
lege's  campus,  Birmingham,  Ala.,  at 
graduation  time  this  year. 

Certificates  were  awarded  to  “gradu¬ 
ates"  of  the  college  system  of  extension 
units  in  38  centers  over  Alabama.  Some 
39  persons  were  so  honored. 

In  a  special  convocation,  the  gradu¬ 
ates  appeared  in  caps  and  gowns  to 
be  handed  their  certuicates  by  the  col¬ 
lege  president,  Dr.  Harwell  G.  Davis. 

The  group  included  a  number  of  or¬ 
dained  ministers — urban  and  rural,  sev¬ 
eral  housewives,  a  few  school  teachers, 
a  policeman,  a  statistician,  several  out¬ 
standing  businessmen  and  others.  Some 
were  former  college  graduates  who  took 
the  studies  as  a  "retresher  course." 

The  courses  of  study  are  planned  to  Christian  service  and  Mr.  Ivy  was  licensed  to  preach.  They  are  graduates  of 

meet  the  needs  of  those  with  a  minimum  Quitman  High  School  and  plan  to  enter  Clarke  College  in  September, 

of  formal  education  as  well  as  for  those 
who  are  at  the  college  level.  The  en¬ 
tire  department 'reports  above  1,400  stu¬ 
dents  enrolled. 

Students  in  extension  classes  are  given 
college  credit  for  their  work  if  they 
have  the  high  school  training  which 
would  entitle  them  to  admission  to  col¬ 
lege  Students  who  have  less  than  the 
equivalent  of  high  school  graduation  re¬ 
ceive  certificate  credit  only. 

The  "Howard  plan"  has  become  a  pat¬ 
tern  for  other  colleges  across  the  na¬ 
tion  wnich  desire  to  make  available  the 
facilities  of  the  educational  institutions 
to  those  not  in  position  to  do  resident 
work. 

State  Baptist  schools  which  have  al¬ 
ready  adoped  the  plan  include  Mercer 
University  in  Georgia,  Gardner-Webb 
in  North  Carolina,  Carson  Newman  in 
Tennessee,  University  of  Richmond  in 
Virginia,  Clarke  College  in  Mississippi. 

Others  have  the  program  under  con¬ 
sideration.

Another  Baptist  Church 
Organized  In  Chicago  Area 


CHICAGO,  Ill.  —(BP)—  A  Southern 
Baptist  church  was  organized  in  Elm¬ 
hurst,  a  suburb  of  Chicago,  in  April, 
with  11  charter  members,  the  third 
Southern  Baptist  church  to  be  organized 
in  the  Chicago  area  within  the  past 
seven  months  and  Uth  new  church  to 
be  organized  in  Illinois  since  October  1, 
1950. 

The  new  church  in  Elmhurst  chose 
the  name  “Calvary  Baptist  Church” 
and  called  Cyril  D.  Garrett  as  pastor. 
Garrett,  a  young  Southern  Baptist 
preacher  from  Florida,  is  a  member 
of  the  faculty  of  Wheaton  College. 

The  story  of  the  new  church  in  Elm¬ 
hurst  began  with  a  letter  received  last 
fall  by  Noel  M.  Taylor,  state  secretary 
for  Illinois  Baptists,  from  a  lady  in 
Laurens,  South  Carolina,  asking  him 
to  try  to  get  her  sister  living  in  Elm¬ 
hurst  in  touch  with  a  Southern  Baptist 
church.  Taylor  wrote  A.  G.  Rednour, 
pioneer  missionary  in  the  Chicago  area, 
who  immediately  contacted  the  Elm¬ 
hurst  woman.  Under  Rednour’s  leader¬ 
ship  a  small  group  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  held  home  fellowship  meetings  and 
rented  the  Odd-Fellows  Hall  for  regular 
services. 

At  this  point  Rednour  made  arrange¬ 
ments  for  Garrett  to  preach  for  the 
group  each  Sunday.  In  six  months  the 
hew  church  was  established.  The  organ¬ 
ization  was  unusual  in  that  none  of  the 
charter  members  came  from  a  church 
in  Illinois.  They  were  from  Georgia, 
Florida,  Virginia  and  North  Carolina.
